To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Buckingham  Rural 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1962. 

There  was  a total  of  152  births  during  the  year 
giving  a Birth  Rate  of  17.9  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  a rise  over  last  year  and  is  practically  the 
same  as  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a satisfactory  drop  and  is 
now  three  points  less  than  the  rate  for  the  rest  of  the 
Country.  Of  the  total  of  92  deaths.  Heart  and  allied 
diseases  and  Cancer  accounted  for  63. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  which,  in  the  previous 
year,  had  shown  a sharp  rise,  this  year  shows  a satis- 
factory drop.  There  were  four  deaths  in  this  group, 
three  of  which  were  under  the  age  of  four  weeks. 

In  the  realm  of  Infectious  Diseases  we  were  free 
from  any  epidemic  during  the  year. 

I should  like  again  to  record  another  year  of  happy 
co-operation  with  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Floyd,  your  Surveyor 
and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Sharpe,  and 
their  staffs.

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SECTION  B. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  investigation  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Oxford,  as  in  previous 
years.  Specimens  for  qualitative  and  quantative 
analysis  had  to  be  sent  to  London. 

2.  Ambulance  Service. 

This  service,  administered  by  the  County  Health 
Department,  is  now  radio  controlled  from  Aylesbury, 
with  a sub-station  in  Bletchley  to  cover  the  North 
Bucks  Area.  The  service  deals  with  all  types  of  cases, 
general,  accident  and  infectious  disease, 

3.  Nursing  Facilities. 

The  District  Nurses  in  the  Buckingham  Rural  Area 
carried  out  their  duties  in  their  usual  conscientious 
manner. 


4.  Clinics. 


{a)  Child  Welfare  Centres.  There  are  five  static 
Welfare  Centres  serving  the  District,  located  as  follows  :

The  District  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor  attended  each 
Session,  and  a Medical  Officer  attended  once  monthly. 
Immunization  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  cough. 
Poliomyelitis  and  Tetanus,  was  carried  out  at  all 
centres.  During  the  year  attendances  by  children 
totalled  3,542. 

Once  again  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  good 
work  done  at  these  Clinics  by  the  members  of  the 
Ladies’  Voluntary  Committees. 

(b)  Chest  Clinic. — The  Clinic  holds  weekly  sessions 
and  is  administered  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  County  Health  Department.  A chest 
physician  attends  each  session.  It  is  equipped  with 
X-ray  plant  and  is  doing  excellent  work. 

(c)  Orthopaedic  Clinic. — This  clinic  is  organized  by 
the  Wingfield-Morris  Hospital,  Oxford.  It  holds  two 
sessions  a month  at  the  Town  Hall,  Buckingham,  and 
an  Orthopaedic  surgeon  attends  alternate  sessions.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Bucks  Water  Board,  of  which  your  Council  is  a 
constituent  Authority,  continued  to  supply  every  parish 
with  water. 

The  Foscote  Treatment  Works  have  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  approxi- 
mate daily  gallonage  supplied  from  these  works  during 
1962  was  1,798,000,  an  increase  of  48,000  gallons  per 
day  over  the  figure  for  1961.

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2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  streams  and  water  courses  in  a number  of  the 
smaller  villages  are  still  polluted  by  drainage  effluent 
but  every  effort  is  made  with  the  small  labour  force 
available  to  keep  them  cleaned  out. 

During  the  year  the  Council  made  a contribution 
towards  the  cost  of  cleaning  out  part  of  the  Beach- 
ampton  Brook  and  also  cleaned  out  part  of  the 
Shalstone  Brook  by  direct  labour. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  to  trace  the  source 
of  a severe  pollution  of  the  Lillingstone  Dayrell  Brook 
and  it  was  found  that  silage  liquor  from  a covered  silo 
was  gaining  access  to  an  old  field  drain  which  discharged 
into  the  Brook.  Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  owners 
to  construct  a sump  for  the  collection  of  the  liquor 
and  to  prevent  any  recurrence  of  the  pollution. 

3.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Twyford. 

Slow  progress  was  made  towards  the  completion  of 
this  scheme  but  by  mid-summer  the  works  and  pumps 
were  put  in  operation.  By  the  end  of  the  year  there 
was  still  a number  of  items  awaiting  completion. 

Charndon. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  preparation 
of  the  final  details  of  this  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  Council  will  be  in  a position  to  submit  the  scheme 
to  the  Ministry  in  the  early  Spring  of  1963. 

Maids  Moreton. 

Details  of  this  scheme  were  submitted  to  the  Minister 
during  the  year  and  he  expressed  his  approval  in 
principle  to  the  scheme  and  to  the  discharge  of  sewage 
from  Maids  Moreton  into  the  Buckingham  Borough 
Council’s  sewer. 

Although  the  scheme  has  been  long  protracted,  it  is 
hoped  that  tenders  for  the  work  will  be  received  in  the 
early  Spring  of  1963.

The 
maintenance  staff  carried  out  their  duties  in  a satis- 
factory manner.

Farm  Effluents 

The  Council  appointed  a sub-committee  to  report 
on  the  question  of  farm  effluents  which  are  now  classi- 
fied under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  as  trade  effluents. 

It  is  hoped  that  an  early  decision  will  be  reached  on 
charges  to  be  levied  for  this  purpose. 
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General. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
appointed  an  Engineering  Inspector  to  hold  a review 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  and  this  took  place 
in  March  last.  The  Inspector  was  required  to  report  on 
all  aspects  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  within  the 
district  and  visited  all  the  larger  works  and  some  of 
the  small  installations. 

No  adverse  comments  were  received  from  the 
Ministry  on  this  matter. 

4.  Water  Closets. 

During  the  year  73  water  closets  have  been  installed 
by  the  owners  of  private  properties  as  follows  : — 

New  premises  ...  40 
Existing  premises  33 

All  the  houses  owned  by  the  Council,  i.e.  299  pre- 
War  and  445  post- War  are  now  provided  with  water 
closets.  Additional  internal  water  closets  were  in- 
stalled during  the  year  in  each  of  12  pre-War  houses  as 
part  of  conversion  schemes  involving  the  formation  of 
bathrooms. 

5.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  household  refuse 
was  carried  out  throughout  the  district  during  1962  in 
a satisfactory  manner.  The  scheme,  which  was  im- 
plemented in  October  1961,  has  worked  extremely 
well. 

The  schedule  of  collection  in  operation  is  as  follows  : —

Every  Thursday — Chackmore  ; Maids  Moreton  ; Marsh  Gibbon; 

Poundon  ; Stowe  and  Twyford. 

Every  Friday — Akeley  ; Foscote  ; Leckhampstead  ; Lilling- 

stone  Dayrell ; Lillingstone  Lovell  ; Rad- 
clive  ; Tingewick  and  Water  Stratford. 
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Both  Paxit  vehicles  operated  satisfactorily  during  the 
year  and  the  Karrier  sideloader  also  gave  satisfactory 
service  and  was  used  for  relief  work  on  refuse  collection, 
tip  maintenance  and  for  general  sewerage  and  estate 
maintenance  work. 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  a disused 
clay  pit  at  Calvert.  This  tip  is  rented  by  the  Council 
and  has  been  in  use  for  the  past  five  years. 

No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  keeping  the  tip  in 
a presentable  condition,  the  mechanical  angledozer 
proving  its  worth  in  this  respect.  During  the  year, 
175  cubic  yards  of  suitable  excavated  material  was 
imported  and  used  for  the  covering  of  the  tip  surface. 

As  in  previous  years,  regular  inspections  and  treat- 
ment for  rodents  were  carried  out  and  the  tip  face 
was  sprayed  with  insecticides  at  frequent  intervals  to 
keep  fly  nuisance  to  a minimum. 

Sixty-eight  notices  were  served  during  the  year  under 
Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  on  the 
owners  and  occupiers  of  premises  requiring  them  to 
provide  a satisfactory  dustbin.  Twenty-seven  bins 
were  provided  by  the  Council  in  default  and  an  annual 
charge  of  7s.  6d.  made  in  respect  of  each  dustbin 
provided. 

Up  to  the  31st  December,  1962,  a total  of  184  dust- 
bins had  been  provided  in  default  by  the  Council. 

During  the  year,  61  litter  baskets  were  purchased 
and  erected  by  the  Council  in  parishes  within  the  dis- 
trict where  such  receptacles  were  required. 

The  total  income  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper  and 
scrap  iron  during  the  year  amounted  to  /^113  6s.  9d. 

The  work  of  cleansing  septic  tanks  and  cesspools 
continued  to  be  carried  out  by  contract  at  four-monthly 
intervals  and  has  been  executed  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 

6.  Schools. 

The  First  Stage  Programme  for  the  provision  of  a 
new  Primary  School  at  Marsh  Gibbon  was  completed. 

By  the  end  of  1962  the  work  on  the  new  Primary 


School  at  Padbury  was  well  advanced  and  with  the 
completion  of  these  two  schools,  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  the  sixteen  village  schools  in  the  district  will  be 
provided  with  modern  sanitation. 

Minor  works  and  re-decoration  have  been  carried 
out  by  the  County  Education  Authority  at  various 
schools  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

7.  Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Rural 
District  but  rural  residents  in  the  summertime,  as  well 
as  school  children,  used  the  open  air  one  in  the  Borough 
of  Buckingham. 

8.  Rodent  Control. 

Work  during  the  year  by  the  rodent  operative  has 
again  been  carried  out  satisfactorily.

New  Council  Depot. 

Tenders  were  invited  for  the  construction  of  a new 
depot,  making  provision  for  workshop  accommodation, 
storage  and  garage  for  vehicles. 

Excellent  progress  was  made  by  the  Contractors  and 
the  works  completed  by  the  end  of  October. 

Maintenance  Work 

The  turnover  rate  of  persons  engaged  in  general 
maintenance,  refuse  collection,  sewage  disposal,  drain- 
age and  ditch  cleansing,  was  not  quite  so  high  as  in 
previous  years.

It  will  be  seen  from  this  summary  that  action  has 
been  taken  in  respect  of  93  properties  out  of  a total  of 
97  (amended)  included  in  the  first  programme.  Of 
the  remaining  4 properties,  two  at  Turweston  have 
been  represented  and  action  deferred  and  in  respect  of 
two  houses  at  Marsh  Gibbon  action  has  been  deferred 
during  the  present  tenants’  lifetime.

Meat  and  Slaughterhouses. 

During  the  year  a total  of  2,050  animals  was  slaugh- 
tered for  meat  in  the  two  licensed  private  slaughter- 
houses in  the  district  and  I am  pleased  to  state  that 
once  again  100%  inspection  of  the  meat  after  slaughter 
was  carried  out.  The  percentage  increase  of  animals 
killed  over  the  year  1961  was  32.9.  This  was  mainly 
due  to  animals  being  slaughtered  for  butchers  outside 
the  district. 
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It  is  with  every  satisfaction  that  I have  to  report  for 
the  third  year  in  succession  that  no  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  found  in  adult  cattle  slaughtered  during  the  year. 
The  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis  by  the  attested 
herd  scheme  and  latterly  by  attested  areas  will  benefit 
both  public  health  and  also  farming  economy. 

There  were  three  cases  of  localised  cysticercosis  as 
compared  with  one  case  the  previous  year. 

Out  of  the  total  of  483  pigs  slaughtered,  13  were 
found  to  be  affected  with  localized  tuberculosis  on  post 
mortem  examination.  The  percentage  of  the  carcases 
inspected,  affected  by  tuberculosis,  remained  at  2.69 
the  same  as  the  year  1961.
